T he m a n or w o m a n who 
lives 
m uch In th e open 
iii 
th e 
chill 
m onths of a u t u m n or winter, and 
p articularly on e w ho exercises iii 
the open, 
sh o u ld 
w ear 
woolen 
clothing next t h e body. This will 
act as protection a ga inst 
slidden 
chilling, which m a y result in colds 
or more serious complications. 
One piece of clot ii, be it 
wool 
or cotton, is in itself as w arm as 
any other piece of cloth. In w e a r­ 
ing clothing to pro tec t t h e 
body 
from cold, we do so not 
to 
add 
h e a t but to retain lieut. T h a t is to 
say, clothing does 
not iii 
itself 
give heat to th e w earer. 
Some fabrics a r e better insula­ 
tor;- than others. Any cotton fa b ­ 
r i c is a poor insu lato r, and 
does 
not serve well to 
reta in 
bodily 
heat. T h erefo re we say that co t­ 
ton clothing is cold. Neither does 
cotton ev a p o rate m o is tu re readily, 
and when d am p en e d th ro u g h pers­ 
piration, rain or wet snow it be­ 
comes soggy, cold 
an d 
clammy. 
This exposes th e body of the w ea r­ 
er to sudden and often d an g ero u s 
chilling; for th en wet or 
moist 
cotton fabrics lose a n y insulating 
or protective quality 
they 
may 
oth erwise possess. 
Wool, on th e o t h e r hand, is an 
excellent 
insulator, 
and 
evapo­ 
rates m oisture readily. Even when 
d a m p it reta in s b o d y 
h eat 
and 
continues to give com fortable p ro ­ 
tection to t h e w ea rer, th u s 
pre­ 
venting any su d d e n chilling of the 
body.

A Loosely woven wool with a high

T his is practical to 
w e a r when engaged

he m a d e of h e a v y , all-wool blan­ 
ket cloth with a good fluffy nap. 
P roperly designed, th e adickey 
is loose and roomy. 
T he sleeves 
m a y lie set in, or of 
th e 
raglan 
type. T he bottom of tin* adickey is 
circular, and should reach to tho 
knuckles, with tho a r m s ex ten d ­ 
ing down at the sides, and the fists 
closed. The back piece should be 
extended upward to form a hood. 
Sufficient allowance 
should 
ho 
m a d e for this with pro p er length 
to avoid binding or pulling when 
th e hood is worn. The only open­ 
ing is at the neck th r o u g h which 
the head passes when th e 
g a r ­ 
ment is d raw n on, a f t e r th e m a n ­ 
ner of a sweater. 
T h e r e are no 
b u tto n s or o th e r fastenin gs, 
as 
on a coat or jacket. 
T h e loose hood 
has 
a 
draw 
s trin g inserted a r o u n d th e 
f ac e, 
and this may he 
tightened 
and 
tied under th e chin when the hood 
is in use. When not iii 
use, 
the 
hood lie.s on the back. The 
draw 
s trin g w Ii en the hood is worn, ex­ 
cludes wind and sn ow

serves w arm th. A co m fo rta b le a d ­ 
junct is a rim of fu r a r o u n d

face of the hood and this is

keys. This g arm e nt, of am p le pro­ 
portions and loosely fitting, pro­ 
vides an air c h a m b e r about 
the 
body. and th e enclosed air, heated 
by th e body, does not cool readily, 
t h u s increasing th e insulation ef­ 
ficiency of the garm e n t itself. 
In cold or storm y w ea ther, and 
when th e wind is 
blowing, 
an 
o u te r adickey, large e nough 
to 
fit readily over flu* woolen 
one, 
should be worn iii connectio n with 
it. This outer adickey should be 
of a closely woven, sm ooth finish, 
cotto n material 
that 
will 
shod 
snow and exclude wind. The hood 
ut th** outer 
ad ii* key 
Is 
never 
t rim m ed with fur 
The 
adickey I 
hood protects th e neck from icy ; 
winds, and the ears from 
frost­ 
bite. A woolen or fur cap may be 
w orn beneath it. and it should be 
large enough to provide for this. 
Do not rub frosted parts with I 
snow, as is often advised. Should J 
the snow* contain 
icy 
particles, 
these will break Hie skin, and may 
c a u s e sores sim ilar to blisters re­ 
s u lting from burns. Huh th e frost ­ 
ed part briskly w ith 
flu* 
naked 
palm. In tho case of severely fro- 
j zen feet or hands, em erso th em is 
cold water in a cool room until 
ith e frost is extracted. If w ate r is 
not available, pack snow aro u n d 
th e m iii a room not cold e n ough to 
freeze. 
Oil ta nned moccasins, or 
shoe- 
pacs, or rubber-bottom , 
leather- 
top hoots m a k e excellent footw ear 
in sport activities. These should bel 
large enough to ad m it of one or I 
even two pairs of heavy 
woolen 
socks, depending upon t h e w*eath-! 
cr, and there 
should 
be 
room 
enough, with the socks, to curl o r 1 
m ove the toes freely. Close fitting 
socks and hoots th a t hind th e foot 
prevent free circulatio n of blood 
and cause cold feet.
